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New York’s Stakes Program: Example and Challenge 


HE New York racing associations last week, in a 
single announcement, revealed their program of stakes 
races for the entire season. It was an impressive list, 118 
stakes with a total of $2,665,000 in added money, of which 
$1,030,000 will be distributed at Belmont Park, if Empire 
City’s international race is included in the Belmont total. 

The list of stakes is a matter for congratulation, and 
even the manner of making the announcement is worthy 
of special commendation. Of all the states which offer high- 
class racing, New York has the most thoroughly integrated 
program, the most constant routine. Yet in the past it has 
withheld announcement of the dates of its most important 
fixtures until shortly before the running of each meeting. 
The result was, for horsemen, an inability to make long- 
range plans for training their best horses (except by estimat- 
ing probable dates), and, for tracks in other states, a con- 
siderable delay in making up their own calendar of important 
races. If other tracks in the East will now announce their 
own programs earlier than usual, a still greater gain will 
have been made. 

There are, of course, certain hazards in establishing a 
precedent of announcing in February the exact dates of a 
full season of stakes races. It may turn out, before the 
year is over, that some of the races would have fared better 
if their dates could have been fixed later. But in general 
the advantages should far outweigh the disadvantages. 

Another item which shows a strong interest in the gen- 
eral welfare of racing and breeding is the New York roster 
of stakes for fillies and mares. In this regard the State’s 
tracks have always set a pace which no other section of the 
country would match, not only in the matter of stakes races 
but in numerous good overnight contests. 

Of the 118 stakes announced, 23 are steeplechase and 
hurdle races. Of the remaining 195 stakes events on the 
flat, a total of 24, or 12.3 per cent, are reserved to fillies 
and mares. Nine of these have values ranging from $25,- 
000 to $50,000 added, with three at the latter figure, the 
C.C.A. Oaks and the Beldame and Ladies’ Handicaps. 

Bravest and finest gesture was the Westchester Racing 
Association’s decision to elevate its two-mile, weight-for-age 


Jockey Club Gold Cup to the status of a $100,000 race and 
at the same time to reduce its New York Handicap from 
$100,000 to $25,000 added. American race tracks have 
become so dependent upon handicaps, and so fearful of 
weight-for-age contests, that this decision deserves a citation 
for courage. 

There are three $100,000-added races on the list of 
New York stakes. It is profoundly significant that all three 
are at weight for age and that they have a minimum dis- 
tance of miles. 

The two-mile Jockey Club Gold Cup will be run at 
Belmont Park October 2. The Gold Cup (Empire City’s), 
at 15@ miles, will be run at the same course two weeks later, 
on October 16. Thus, if foreign horses come to the United 
States for the race which young James Butler has slaved 
so diligently to make into a great international contest, they 
may also try for another race worthy of a champion. 

The most important racing associations of other states 
may take a clue from this. One of the strongest props for 
racing is sectional pride, which is sometimes almost as strong 
as national pride. If California, or the Northwest, or the 
Middle West can produce, through local competition, a 
stayer capable of challenging the Eastern and foreign 
champions in these two outstanding tests of stamina, the 
national interest in distance racing will be redoubled. 

This opportunity suggests the creation, in other centers, 
of a series of distance contests deliberately designed to search 
out new talent in this neglected field. If other tracks show 
the courage and vision of those in New York we believe they 
will be amply repaid for the risk involved. ‘To the racing 
fan there is no hero quite like a good stayer. 

To the breeder of race horses, tests of high-class horses 
at distances of 114 miles and up are indispensable. Our 
114-mile races are not enough to test our breeding stock 
adequately. The horse whose tether ends at ten furlongs 
will have progeny which for the most part can get only 
nine furlongs. If the sire’s limit is nine, the progeny will 
have difficulty with eight. It should be a matter of national 
pride that we have races to search out our own best sources 
of stamina.

Assault Looks Better Than Ever; 
Armed Lost--But Don’t Forget 


HIALEAH, 


Assault. after a rest, has a tendency to 
fret in the paddock unless he’s taken over 
a time or two before he starts. So last 
Friday Max Hirsch had him brought over 
and walked around for a quarter-hour or 
more, afier the field for the fifth race had 
gone out. This tourist went along to 
see what three months of rest had done 
for the son of Bold Venture. It apparently 
has done plenty; I don’t think Assault 
has ever looked better. 

He had, as noted here, improved con- 
siderably in appearance between his 3- 
and 4-year-old seasons. He has now im- 
proved still more, particularly in the way 
he has filled out through the hind-quarters, 
and as viewed from behind he has the 
driving power of a sprinter. He seems 
to be glowing with condition, and after his 
race on Saturday he was hardly sweating 
at all, though it was an extremely hot day. 

“{ didn’t really want to clip him,” Max 
Hirsch remarked,” 
but it was so hot 
down here I did, 
anyway.” The chest- 
nut coat seems a 
little darker, and 
the black mottling 
on his hindquarters 
is more pronounced. 

The race he ran 
was most impres- 
sive. He broke fast. 
but Mehrtens had 
about as tight a 
hold on him as so 
light a boy can 
have. He couldn't 
have held his reins 
more than a_ foot 
from the bit. As- 
sault dropped to 
last. but then went 
past Cencerro after 
three furlongs, and 
gained gradually on 
the two ahead of 
him. was think- 
ing that he was 
hardly gaining as 
fast as he should, 
when I realized that 
Mehrtens hadn’t let 
zo at all, that As- 
sault was running 
with his head 
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twisted a little. and a long way from full 
stride. 

It was only inside the last furlong that 
Mehrtens gave him a few inches of rein, 
and Assault promptly took Rampart. Then 
Mehrtens took hold again, content to win 
by a head. The mare ran very gamely, 
but she did not bother Assault at all. 

Hirsch went back to Columbia for the 
week-end immediately after the race, and 
I was not able to find out what the riding 
orders were. But they must have been, 
“win by eight or ten inches.” Assault has 
won so many races by racing from behind, 
that possibly it has been forgotten that he 
has plenty of early speed. Since he has 
frequently been meeting Stymie in his 
big races, he’s waited in the early stages, 
but he can go fast from the gate if the 
occasion demands it. He ran his seven 
furlongs in 1:2345, just one-fifth of a 
second faster than he worked last Wed- 
nesday, and he certainly could have clipped 


off the fraction if there had been need 
for it. 


THE OTHER ONE. Ben Jones re. 
marked last week that Armed isn’t as good 
as he was. “He’s getting better now,” 
said the Sage of Parnell: “he was in a 
kind of a slump for a while.” Of course in 
the McLennan, Armed got himself beaten 
to third, and really he never looked like 
winning. Dodson said afterward that at 
the half-mile-pole he knew Armed wasn’t 
going to get much. However, he had 
several valid excuses. 

He broke from the outside of a nine. 
horse field. The race, and the Hialeah 
track, are a mile and a furlong. so there 
wasn’t much run to the first turn. Dodson 
elected to hustle Armed, in order to get 
to the rail on the turn. But the others 
were hustling just as fast, particularly 
Cable, which was coming from the number 
eight position. Armed couldn’t get clear, 
and thus took the turn some twenty or 
twenty-five feet off the rail.  Riskolater 
was on the inside, and so was El Mono, 
behind him, and neither ever lost a yard of 
ground. It seems reasonable to estimate 
that Armed ran five or six lengths farther 
than either, and some guessed it more. 

Armed gained a little on the back 
stretch, but when Dodson sent him between 
horses at the half-mile pole he got in 
momentary trouble, and went about a six- 
teenth before he got through. By that 
time, Riskolater was turning into the 
stretch, and *Res- 
pingo, which he had 
shaken off, swerved 
little, delaying 
Armed’s once 
more. But there 
was a hole, and if 
Armed had 
enough left he could 
have come through 
it. He did. in fact, 
get through, but 
never at a rate to 
threaten the leaders. 

What it seems to 
come to is that if 
Armed had _ had 
better luck, he 
might have won the 
McLennan by two 
or three lengths. 
But the horses he 
met are not particu- 
larly formidable, 
even if Riskolater 
did run one of the 
best races of his 
life. Armed, you'd 
think, should have 
handled these even

against him. 


thought that, horse 
for horse, at a mile 
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and a quarter, Armed could beat Assault. 
Generally speaking, this opinion still goes, 
but for the Widener there are qualifica- 
tions. For one thing, a fresh horse is 
meeting one which has been racing 
steadily, and in addition Assault has a 
two-year advantage in age. However, I 
remember that two years ago, at just this 
stage, it was generally agreed that Armed 
had no chance against Concordian, which 
had beaten him four lengths in the Me- 
Lennan. I remember also who got the 
money, by four lengths. 


COMEBACK. Overshadowed by As- 
sault, Maine Chance Farm’s Star Pilot 
made his first start in about two years 
in the same race. After being the leading 
2-year-old of 1945, Star Pilot ran twice 
at Santa Anita as a 3-year-old and then 
bowed a tendon. He was given a long 
rest, and Jimmy Smith, who now handles 
the Maine Chance horses and their some- 
what mercurial owner, thinks the tendon 
has set solidly. 

Star Pilot showed speed through the 
first half-mile of his race and then stopped. 
This was perhaps to be expected of a 
horse which has been away from racing 
for so long, and I should guess he will 
improve. 


SECOND STRING. The division of 
Brookmeade Stable which has been rac- 
ing here, in charge of Clarence Parrish, 
has been doing so well that a trainer re- 
marked jokingly the other day, “You 
brought a sales stable down here from 
Aiken, and now nothing in it is for sale.” 
This was contradicted almost at once by 
announcement that Master Bid, Dinner 
Hour, Fertile Lands, and Sun Herod had 
been sold to the Detroit partnership of 
Grissom and Sherman. The transaction 
was private, but reports had the price close 
to $100,000. 

Sun Herod made his debut under new 
silks Saturday, and repaid $2,600 of this 
amount, winning quite easily. He had a 
rather easy task, since the race, which 
closed with six entries, got to the post 
with only three. Balanced, which was 
scratched in the paddock, was to have 
been a fourth starter. When he went out, 
the customers were left holding hand- 
fuls of place tickets which had to be 
turned in, for with only three starters the 
place pool was naturally declared off. 

Of the Brookmeade youngsters I’ve seen, 
the most promising is Gnu, a crossword 
puzzle horse which is naturally by Okapi. 
He made his first start last Friday, down

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OBITUARY 


J. Douglas Geddes 


Dies at Lexington 


John Douglas Geddes, 61, superinten- 
dent of admissions at the Garden State 
and Atlantic City tracks, died at Lexing- 
ton on February 17. He was stricken 
with a heart attack while driving his auto- 
mobile on the Richmond road near the 
Idle Hour Country Club. 

Mr. Geddes for many years had been 
connected with the admissions depart- 
ments of major race tracks. His first 
experience in this phase of track oper- 
ation was gained at the old Kentucky 
Association course at Lexington. Later 
he had charge of the admission depart- 
ments at Hialeah Park and at all the New 
York tracks. 

He was a native of South Carolina, but 
had lived at Lexington for the last 45 
years. Prior to his association with rac- 
ing, he was a partner in a men’s clothing 
store at Lexington. Survivors include his 
wife, Mrs. Elizabeth Bewlay Geddes, a 
son, Douglas T. Geddes, two sisters, and 
two brothers. 


Clarence E. Lehr 


Clarence E. (King) Lehr, 62, chairman 
of the board of the Detroit Racing Asso- 
ciation, operating the Fair Grounds race 
track, died at Highland Park General Hos- 
pital, Detroit, on January 31. Death was 
caused by a ruptured artery. 

Mr. Lehr had had a long association 
with the sporting world, and had been 
closely connected with racing since 1933. 
A native of Michigan, he took up profes- 
sional baseball at an early age. He caught 
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for the Buffalo team of the Eastern League, 
then went to the Philadelphia Phillies. 
Later he managed the Escanaba, Mich., 
team which won the Peninsular League 
championship in 1912. 

He gave up baseball to study law at 
the University of Michigan. He was the 
first president of the Detroit Racing Asso- 
ciation, which leased the State fair grounds 
at Detroit for racing purposes. At one 
time he held a considerable amount of 
stock in the association, but sold most -of 
it about seven years ago. However, he 
remained on the board of directors and 
was attorney for the association. 

His death followed by ten days the 
demise of Edward P. Strong, president of 
the Detroit association. Mr. Lehr is sur- 
vived by his widow, his father, and two 
daughters. 


Tom Coulthwaite 


Tom Coulthwaite, who trained three 
winners of the Grand National Steeple- 
chase—Eremon in 1907, Jenkinstown in 
1910, Grakle in 1931—died January 13 
at the age of 87, at his home in Rugeley, 
England. 

Besides his three winners, the “Wizard 
of Hednesford” saddled four horses to 
finish second in the Grand National and 
two others which were third. 

A noted athlete in his younger days, 
he began training without preliminary 
training or knowledge, gained success 
treating his horses “like human beings.” 

But Coulthwaite never rode a horse in 
his life. He tried it once, was thrown, 
and promptly announced that Shank’s. 
pony would be good enough for him. 


Wallace Kelk 


One of the best known racing figures in 
British Columbia was Wallace Kelk, who 
died February 5 at the age of 60. He had 
been in poor health for several years. 

Mr. Kelk was a knowledgeable writer 
on affairs of the Turf, and was secretary 
of the British Columbia Breeders Associa- 
tion, which has been quite active recently. 
He was also editor of the magazine Turf 
and Paddock and conducted a column for 
the Vancouver News-Herald. He had 
owned a few Thoroughbred broodmares. 


Addenda on Henry McDaniel 


Tue Bioop-Horse of January 31 (page 
296), in its account of the life and death 
of the noted trainer Henry McDaniel, was 
guilty of several errors, the result of hand- 
ling copy and proof in too much of a hurry. 
Some were obvious from the context, others 
had to be called to our attention by help- 
ful readers. 

It was Harry Bassett, of course, not 
“Henry Bassett,” which Col. David Me- 
Daniel owned and trained. Myrtle Hark-

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PEDIGREE POINTS, by J. A. Estes 


Big Lesson from Little Book: 
Top Racers Are Top Producers 


The Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association 
in England recently published a small 
book entitled Pedigrees of 400 Leading 
Winners, 1912-1946. Actually it is the 
third edition of a work which first ap- 
peared in 1926, under a similar title, except 
that there were then 150 leading winners 
and the dates were 1912-1925. The edition 
which brought the list up to 1929 included 
200 pedigrees. Now the number has been 
doubled. 

Four-cross pedigrees of the 400 horses 
are given, along with odds and ends of 
supplementary material, such as brief lists 
of leading sires. pedigrees of a few French 
horses. leaders in the Free Handicaps in 
recent years, etc. There is no running 
text: the book is simply a very handy 
affair for quick reference. 

After running idly through the little 
book for a while I found myself more or 
less automatically making tallies and tabu- 
lations in an effort to gratify certain 
curiosities, as almost anyone will do when 
exposed to one of these things. 

The first thing noted was that the selec- 
tion of horses does not appear to follow 
hard and fast rules. The number selected 
from different crops varies widely. From 
the generation of 1912, for instance, only 
two colts and two fillies were chosen for 
inclusion in the book, whereas from the 
foals of 1933 no fewer than 20 were taken. 
Ten French horses are included, but this 
is hardly a comprehensive list of the top- 
flight French-bred racers which performed 
in England during the years under survey. 
Only seven American-bred horses are in- 
cluded. 

A total of 98 fillies are included in the 
main section of the book, as against 302 
males. Seventy-six of these fillies were 
foaled in the years 1909-1933 inclusive, 
and collectively they have produced 24 of 
the horses which appear in the book. On 
these figures we can hang some rough but 
very revealing mathematics. 


THE DIFFERENCE. At the first casual 
glance. one may not be especially impres- 
sed by the fact that 76 top-class mares 
produce 24 top-class horses. If one avoids 
taking the second glance, he may be able 
to conclude that it just goes to show that 
top-class mares are, just as he thought in 
the first place, no better than fair pro- 
ducers. But let the second look be taken, 
by all means. 
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The tally sheet shows that through 1922 
only one top horse (that is, one of the 400 
horses whose pedigrees are included in 
the main section of the book) was out of a 
mare which is also included as one of 
the tops. This was the ill-fated Derby 
winner Humorist (foaled 1918), out of the 
One Thousand Guineas and Oaks winner 
Jest (1910). The number of the book’s 
top fillies producing foals in these earlier 
years was comparatively small. 

In order to compare the production 
records of the top fillies with the average 
of the breed. [ set up a table on which I 
could accumulate in each year the num- 
ber of top fillies (those in the book) which 
would be from 5 to 15 years of age— 


the most effective years of production. 
Assuming that all of them lived (which 


of course they did not), there would be 
an average of 31 such mares in production 
in each of the 21 years beginning with 
1923 and ending with 1943. 

These 31 mares would produce, at a 
liberal estimate, about 18 living foals per 
year. In 21 years at this rate they would 
produce 558 foals. Let us say these are 
divided, 280 colts, 278 fillies. (In Eng- 
land colts always outnumber fillies slightly. 
In America the opposite is nearly always 
true. ) 


Of the estimated 280 colts out of top- 
class mares, 21 are included in the book 
as top-class horses. That is, 7.5 per cent. 
or one out of every 13, of the colt foals of 
top mares are selected as top horses. 

Of the 278 fillies from such mares, three 
are in the book as top racers. This is 1.1 
per cent, or one out of 93. 


Do these figures indicate that mares of 
extreme racing class are only average pro- 
ducers? Let us see. 

During the 21 years under study here 
(1923-43). the General Stud Book shows 
there were 38.555 living colt foals regis- 
tered, and 37,696 fillies. (The totals are 
compiled from the annual totals given.) 

Foaled in the same period were 249 
of the 400 horses selected as performers 
of top class. If we subtract from this 
total (249) the 14 foreign-bred horses and 
the 24 produced by top race mares, we 
have 211 top horses left, representing the 
total of all the top horses produced in 
England (and Ireland) by mares which 
were not themselves included in the book 
as top racers. Of these 211 top horses, 
155 are colts, 56 are fillies. 


Now we have the following situation 
among the produce of broodmares other 
than the absolute tops. Among 38,275 
colt foals there are 155 tops, or one top 
horse in every 246 foals. Among 37.418 
filly foals there are 56 tops, or one top 
horse in every 668 foals. 

The proportion of top horses among the 
foals of top race mares has been estimated 
above: one out of every 13 colts, one out 
of every 93 fillies. 

Comparing these proportions, we find 
that top-class mares are 19 times as 
effective as others in producing top-class 
colts, and seven times as effective in pro. 
ducing top-class fillies. 

These figures should not be accepted as 
exact estimates of probability. The num. 
bers under consideration are not large 
enough, and some of the data loosely 
handled. But we may take it, I think, 
that the top mares are at least seven times 
as effective as others in the production of 
top performers. 

It must be considered. too, that the 
mares designated for places of honor on 
the list of 400 are, as producers. in com. 
petition with many mares of exceptional 
class but not quite good enough for in- 
clusion in the book. All these are in. 
cluded in the “others” considered above, 

Another consideration is that many high- 
class offspring of the top-class mares are 
omitted from the list of 400 best horses. 
For instance, Lady Electra is not shown 
among the produce of Eclair (which is 
also the dam of *Piping Rock 2nd). Lady 
Juror’s distinguished daughters Riot and 
Sansonnet, both good racers and_pro- 
ducers, are omitted. None of the off- 
spring of Mumtaz Mahal is_ included. 
Rose of England’s son British Empire 
(now leading stallion in Argentina) is 
left out, as are several of Teresina’s excel- 
lent brood. Ete. 


BEST TO BEST. Not all the credit 
for the difference between good race mares 
and others as producers is due the mares 
themselves. In England. more uniformly 
than in America, the best race mares are 
bred to the best stallions, and the stallions 
themselves must have a large share of 
the credit for the excellence of the mares 
as producers. 

And that is precisely the point of the 
whole affair. If you are so fortunate as 
to own a young mare of good racing class, 
your best opportunity lies in mating her 
with the best stallion you can afford. 

The best stallions will have offspring 
above average, even when mated with 
average mares. But when the best brood- 
mares are mated with the best stallions. 
the odds in favor of producing good 
horses increase tremendously. 

Actually it is even more important to 
consider the racing class of broodmares 
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than of stallions. In two or three years a 
stallion can be judged by the class of his 
progeny. But a mare, having only a few 
foals, cannot be so quickly and depend- 
ably judged by her progeny; her own rac- 
ing class must be given a relatively larger 
consideration. 


MALE LINES. Recently THe Broop- 
Horse mailed out the 1948 supplement 
to its loose-leaf Stallion Register. The 
sheets sent out to owners of the book ac- 
counted for 16 revisions and 21 new stal- 
lions. It is, perhaps, a sign of the times 
that, of the 21 new horses in the Register, 
not one represented one of the three so- 
called American (Himyar, Ben 
Brush, Fair Play) which are supposed to 
be still flourishing.

Among the 21 new horses, 11 are of 
the Bend Or line, eight through *Teddy, 
and the other three through Phalaris. The 
*Teddy-line horses are Gallahadion, Gilded 
Knight, *Hierocles, *Sirte, Skytracer, 
War Dog, and *Vezzano. Those from the 
Phalaris branch are *Mabe Monday, Poly- 
nesian, and *Priam. 


The Blandford line has three new rep- 
resentatives—Jeep, Jet Pilot, *The Sultan. 
Gainsborough has three—Aera, *Bern- 
borough, *Khaled, and there is one other 
Hampton-line horse, Sir Jim James. 
Musket has one, Dr. Alfred E. O’Malley’s 
Irresistible. by Whichone, standing in 
Massachusetts. 


The other two, *Adaris and *Goya, 
are sons of Tourbillon. They introduce 
into America the strongest branch of the 
Herod line since the shutdown of racing 
forty years ago dissipated the strength of 
the Hanover tribe. 


In the Stallion Register as now consti- 
tuted there are 280 stallions, of which 101, 
or 36 per cent, are from the lines of Him- 
yar, Ben Brush, Fair Play, and Hanover. 
But the Bend Or line alone accounts for 
87 horses, or 31 per cent of the total. 
The Swynford group, growing apace with 
the success of *Challenger 2nd, *Blen- 
heim 2nd, *Mahmoud. and others, now has 
28 stallions included, Hampton has 20, 
and Vedette 18—these three groups aggre- 
gating 24 per cent of the total number. 

Swynford, Hampton, and Vedette, taken 
together, constitute 24 per cent of the 
Stallion Register; in 1947 they turned out 
29 per cent of the flat stakes winners in 
North America. The “American” lines, 
which make up 36 per cent of the Register, 
produced 36 per cent of the stakes win- 
ners. Bend Or, which now has 31 per 
cent of the Register, accounted for only 
26 per cent of the stakes winners. This 
is no reflection on the Bend Or line, of 
course; it only suggests how fashion some- 
times outruns statistics. 

The drift is plain enough. American 
breeders are importing more high-class 
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Top Mares and Top Produce

stallions than ever before. The importers 
are usually the owners of good-sized bands 
of good broodmares. and they seek first 
to provide opportunities for the expensive 
horses they have brought from abroad. 
The best American-bred horses are dis- 
tributed, to a greater extent, on a random 
basis. and champions frequently wind up 
in the hands of owners not able to prowide 
them with good opportunities. 


It appears now only a question of time 
until the established American lines will 
be liquidated, if this trend continues— 
and there is nothing to indicate that it 
will not be continued. 


Well, they will have lasted a hundred 
years, anyway. Up to now we have 
managed to ruin all our other imported 
lines within three generations after we got 
them. 


The next twently years will be the 
crucial period. If through those years 
The Jockey Club continues its present 
policy of supporting the General Stud 
Book doctrine that the American Thor- 
oughbred is not good enough to be rec- 
ognized as a Thoroughbred, we may man- 
age to destroy the lines of Domino, Ben 
Brush, and Fair Play altogether before 
some other country attempts to salvage 
them for us. 


CITATION’S DAM. The racing record 
of *Hydroplane 2nd may be of interest, in 
view of the fact that she is the dam of 
Citation. currently the leading candidate 
for 3-year-old honors in 1948. 


Foaled in 1931, by Hyperion out of the 
Oaks. Coronation. and Jockey Club Stakes 
winner Toboggan. by Hurry On, *Hydro- 
plane 2nd was bred by the late Lord 
Derby and gaced under his colors. In 
three starts at two she was always un- 
placed behind high-class company. Her 
races were in the Kennett Stakes, won by 
Carpet Slipper; the Bedford Maiden 
Stakes, won by Beausite: and the New 


Cheveley Stakes. won by the unnamed 
Rosetta filly. 


At three she ran four times. She was 
unplaced in the seven-furlong Severals 
Stakes at Newmarket, won by Turkana. 
and fourth in a one-mile maiden plate at 
Nottingham. At Manchester she finished 
second, beaten a neck by Faience, in a 
maiden plate at 114 miles. Her last start 
was in the one-mile Berkshire Handicap at 
Newbury June 27. She was second, beaten 
three-quarters of a length by West Fell. 
a gelding. She gave the winner nine 
pounds. 


She was purchased later in the year 
(1941) by Warren Wright for his Calumet 
Farm at Lexington. 
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STAKES AND HORSES 


Citation Gives a Ready Answer; 


“Talon Wins His Biggest One 


At Hialeah Park and Santa Anita Park, 
the principal winter racing centers, the 
programs lead to climaxes in the 3-year- 
old division and among older horses. Hia- 
leah’s main events are the Flamingo Stakes 
for Triple Crown aspirants engaged in 
winter campaigns, and the Widener Handi- 
cap for the elders. At Santa Anita, the 
Derby and the Handicap top the meeting. 

Both tracks offered workouts for both 
groups last week. Hialeah had the seven- 
furlong Seminole Handicap on Wednes- 
day. the nine-furlong McLennan Handicap 
on Saturday. The San Antonio Handicap, 
also at nine furlongs. was Santa Anita’s 
Saturday feature. 

Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm stable, 
which picked up money last year like a 
man raking leaves. dominated the strategy 
in both the Hialeah races, prevailed at the 
finish in one of them. 

In the Seminole, Calumet led with Cita- 
tion, its strongest Flamingo candidate, and 
with Armed. its Widener threat. The 
Preakness winner Faultless also started 
for Calumet. but he was overshadowed by 
the other two. 

Every move made by Armed and Citation 
at this stage of the meeting is watched with 
intensity by race-goers who like to see 
good horses in action, and by rival trainers 
who have to run against them. Citation is 
headed toward a meeting with Circle M 
Farm’s Relic. probably in the Flamingo 
Stakes of February 28. Armed faces a 
return engagement with Assault, in the 
Widener of February 21. 

Armed. whose progress this year has 
been equivocal, carried actual top weight 
of 128 pounds in the Seminole. But the 
3-year-old Citation, at 112, was giving him 
a pound by the scale, was giving the 
others as much as 21 pounds. 

Job Jessop. on Buzfuz, and Ted Atkin- 
son, on Delegate. were single-minded about 
strategy. Their idea was to be in front 
all the way. Buzfuz wasn’t equal to 
Jessop’s resolve; he was through after 
about a quarter-mile. Delegate gave At- 
kinson something to work with, and held 
the lead until into the stretch. But Al 
Snider, on Citation, had more potential 
than either of them. and won by a length 
without much effort. Delegate finished a 
neck in front of Armed, which moved 
forward in the stretch and was third. 
Faultless was fifth. 


SEVEN AND °47. Early in the year 
Trainer H. A. (Jimmy) Jones stated that 
he thought Armed at seven was not the 
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Armed of 1947. The Seminole left the 
matter open, because a horse being pointed 
for the 114-mile Widener might logically 
be beaten at seven furlongs. But the 11- 
mile McLennan Handicap lent credence to 
Jones’s observation. Armed was beaten 
back to third in an ordinary field. He 
gave 14 pounds by scale to El Mono. the 
winner, and to Riskolater. the second 
horse, each of which was in at 112 
pounds, 15 below scale. Armed, at 128. 
was one below scale. 

It was not that Armed was beaten, for 
he has lost several battles in winning a 
war. It was that he seemed unable to 
close ground with the determination and 
surety that had enabled him to beat much 
better horses in past races. After the race. 
Jones said he was undecided about start- 
ing Armed in the Widener. 

While Armed was losing to El Mono, 
whose McLennan victory was his first 
major achievement, Assault was beating 
Rampart, Star Pilot, and Cencerro at seven 
furlongs. It was the King Ranch colt’s 
first start since last September. His 
margin was just a head, but there was no 
doubt as to his superiority over the field. 
Time. 1:2344. 

If Trainer Jones were to withdraw 
Armed from the Widener, it would indi- 
cate per se that the gelding is not at par. 
But until an official announcement was 
made, racing fans would be looking for- 
ward to his meeting with Assault. 

It would not be the first time, they 
would reason, that Ben and Jimmy Jones 
passed up a $25,000 apple for a $50.000 
plum. Last year Armed won the Mc- 
Lennan and the Widener. But he had 
lost the McLennan the year before, then 
had bowled over the Widener field. And 
El Mono’s time for the 1948 McLennan 
was 1:4825, just a fifth slower than Brev- 
ity’s track record. 


CLOUDBURST. From the California 
Breeders Champion Stakes on December 
27 through the Santa Margarita Handicap 
of February 7. every stakes favorite at 
Santa Anita Park bit the dust. California 
legislators sprout amendments to the laws 
of racing as fast as soldiers hatch rumors. 
but nothing that drastic has been proposed. 
It resembled the working of a natural law. 

But after eight consecutive stakes, 
*Talon broke the drought, beat Double 


Jay and On Trust in the San Antonio 
Handicap of February 14. He had an un. 
easy time of it, and so did the form 
players. He was last at the start, thir. 
teenth when the race was more than half 
over. He had something in_ reserve, 
though, that the others didn’t, and came 
up on the outside to beat Double Jay a 
neck for $47,300. the largest prize of his 
career. 


Bymeabond and V-Boy were the early 
pace-setters. Bymeabond suddenly ran 
out of energy in the stretch, faded from 
second to thirteenth, but V-Boy didn’t yield 
until closer to the wire. He finished 
fifth. Double Jay apparently had the race 
won after polishing off V-Boy, but the 
South American horse came very fast in 
the last hundred yards or so. On Trust 
also tried coming from behind, but missed 
by more than two lengths. 


It was not the first time a gray horse 
from South America had won a big race 
at Santa Anita Park. But *Olhaverry, 
hero of last year’s Santa Anita Handicap 
and of the more recent San Pasqual Handi- 
cap. ran into considerable difficulty in the 
stretch and was unable to make his usual 
late surge. 


It was the first major victory at Santa 
Anita for Trainer Horatio Luro, who won 
seven stakes at Saratoga last summer. 
mainly with South American horses. He 
has *Talon entered in the big handicap.

*Talon was foaled September 12, 1942, in Argen- 
tina. He was unraced at two. At three he won 
the Premio Jockey Club de la Provincia de Buenos 
Aires, and was third in the Premio Polla de Por- 
trillos. At four, prior to his exportation to the 
U. S., he was third in the Premio America. 

Pantalon, his sire, was bred in France by Jean 
Stern, raced successfully for three seasons before 
being exported to Argentina in 1935. At two he 
won seven races, including the Grand Criterium 
(French Futurity), was unplaced only once in Il 
starts. At three he won twice, including the 
Prix Omnium 2nd, and placed three other times. 
At four he did not win, but placed four times. 
Guetaria, dam of *Talon, started five times at 
three and four, was second once. 

*Talon’s first American stakes victory came in 
the 1 3/16-mile All American Handicap at Atlantic 
City last August. But before winning that race, 
he had been second to Armed in the Widener 
Handicap, and to Round View in the Monmouth 
Handicap. He was third to Assault in the Dixie 
and Suburban Handicaps. 

His All American victory was followed by a 
dead heat with Loyal Legion for first in the Mer- 
chants’ and Citizens’ Handicap at Saratoga. On 
August 30, at the upstate New York course, he

and 5 other important stake races War Knight may be seen at 
with total earnings of 
$189,595 . Northridge Farms, Northridge, California 
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and his stablemate *Hachazo (owned by Prince 
Dmitri Djordjadze) came out for the 134-mile 
Gold Cup. For the last six furlongs they made 
it a two-horse race. *Talon won by a_ head. 
Trainer Horatio Luro had gained his seventh stakes 
victory of the meeting. Besides *Talon, his win- 
ners included the South American-breds *Rico 
Monte. *Pujante, and *Miss Grillo. *Talon ended 
the year with a total of three stakes wins, seven 
stakes placings. He is among the highweights, at 
122 pounds, for the Santa Anita Handicap, to be 
raced February 28.

El Colchaguino, a 15 to 1 outsider, won 
the Chilean Derby at Vina del Mar in 
January. The winner is a big, strong 
chestnut colt which had won two pre- 
liminary races at 11, miles, victories that 
proved his ability to run the distance. He 
is by The Font out of Diosa, a daughter 
of Adam’s Apple. Diosa also is dam of 
the stakes winners Continental, Delhi, and 
Daiquiri. The Font was a leading sire in 
Chile in 1945 and 1946, and was sire of 
Bufon, the 1945 Derby winner. 

Time of the race. 2:3245 for 144 miles 
on a good track, was the slowest for the 
Derby in the last 20 years. 

El Colchaguino, owned by Mr. R. Mar- 
tinez and trained by G. Valenzuela, was 
ridden by O. Ulloa, a Chilean jockey who 
has been riding in Brazil, where he has 
been the leading rider for the last two 
years.

Woolf Memorial Is Suggested 
In Honor of Late Saddle Star 


Los ANGELES 


Some of the guys who loved Georgie 
Woolf were talking about him the other 
night. They were saying that a Woolf 
memorial should be erected at some race 
track, and every one of the newspaper- 
men present agreed it was a grand idea. 
The “Iceman” was popular wherever he 
rode, which was just about everywhere, 
but he was especially well liked by the 
Turf writers of Los Angeles. 

It was a little over two years ago that 
Woolf, one of the greatest jockeys of all 
times, fell to his death in a spill at Santa 
Anita Park. As has become their custom 
on the anniversary of George Woolf's 
death, the writers met for dinner at the 
late great rider’s Derby Inn in Arcadia. 
The restaurant is now managed by 
George’s widow, Mrs. Genevieve Woolf- 
Cayer. who has since married her famous 
husband’s closest friend. 

George’s widow is very happy, which is 
the way he would have wanted it. And 
the dinner, too, was a happy affair; the 
“Iceman” would have wanted that, too. 
During the evening Al Santoro, sports 
editor of the Los Angeles Examiner, made 
a suggestion, and that is the reason for 
this story. 

Santoro suggested the memorial. and 
Fred Purner, the director of publicity at 
Santa Anita, put in that the track has 
been contemplating one. The track has in 
mind a bronze statue of Woolf, tack in 
hand, to be located in the new sunken 
gardens in the infield, where all may see 
it. 

Woolf rode the first winner of the $100.- 
000 Santa Anita Handicap in *Azucar. At 
Hollywood Park, he was astride the first 
three winners of the Gold Cup—Seabis- 
cuit. *Kayak 2nd, and Challedon. At 
Del Mar. George rode Mr. Biscuit to his 
victory over *Ligaroti in their much-dis- 
cussed match race, and at Agua Caliente 
he began the career that made him the 
equal of Tod Sloan and Earl Sande as 
one of the greatest riders of all time. 

So there was a feeling among the writers 
that Woolf “belonged” to all four south- 
ern California race tracks. And also that 
the public might like to have a share in 
such a memorial. A _ publicity committee 
was formed, and the racing public has 
been asked to answer these questions: 

(1) What form the memorial should 
take, (2) at which track it should be 
located, and (3) if they would like to 
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contribute. Any donations from the public 
would be limited to $1. 


ENCOURAGED YOUNGSTERS. Woolf 
was not only a great race rider—he was a 
gentleman, and a friend to every young- 
ster starting out in the business to become 
a jockey. 

“Listen, Mac.” Woolf would tell some 
green apprentice. “Lengthen those. stir- 
rups a little. I can’t tell you how many 
races I lost riding too ‘short.’ Get down 
there where you can feel the horse under 
you.” 

Another time Woolf might be on the 
track for a gallop, and notice a youngster

having trouble with a fractious animal. As 
soon as he had an opportunity, George 
would say: “Now, if you try it this way, 
I think you’d get along with him better.” 
There was never a lad on the race track 
who did not revere Woolf and look upon 
him as a friend. 

Lemuel T. (Whitey) Whitehill, who has 
long been considered the canniest of the 
western trainers, discovered Woolf. Old 
Whitey was racing his platers up in Can- 


ada that year. He liked George right 
away, and Woolf was unhappy with his 
current employer. Whitehill struck up a 
deal, traded a horse for Georgie’s con- 
tract. A few days later, the Canadian 
trainer shipped to the next meeting, and 
the horse died en route. Whitehill always 
claimed that he got the greatest race rider 
in America for a dead horse. 


Down at the old Tijuana track the first 
winner Woolf ever rode caused Trainer 
L. O. (Slim) Lee to be ruled off by the 
stewards. The horse, Be Gosh, had been 
a heavy favorite in his last race, had been 
ridden by the track’s leading jockey, and 
had been beaten rather ignominuously, 
Georgie rode Be Gosh the next time, and 
won with him easily. Woolf finally con- 
vinced the stewards he had discovered 
something about the horse and they re. 
luctantly reinstated the trainer. 


REGIMEN. Whitehill was a stern 
master. Each evening he would lock 
Georgie in a hotel room, with only a copy 
of Daily Racing Form for reading matter. 
Dates with girls were out of the question, 
and Georgie was not permitted to drive 
a car unless Old Whitey was with him. 


In contrast to the late Col. E. R. Brad- 
ley. who never allowed Don Meade to 
drive an automobile—believing it was bad 
for his hands—Whitehill included it as 
part of Woolf's training. He enjoyed 
watching George’s reaction when he was in 
a tight spot. “If you think your car can 
make it, go ahead.” Whitehill would tell 
him, “you know what you've got.” It was 
the same with riding races: “You know 
what you've got under you; if your horse 
can make it, go on through.” 

But Whitehill had a heart as big as a 
saddle blanket, too, although he usually 
kept it well covered and out of sight of 
strangers. One year at Caliente, Georgie 
was the leading rider of the country when 
he fell and fractured a shoulder. It took 
his nearest rival two months before he 
caught up with Woolf. Two more win- 
ners would have given George the national 
championship for the year, and it so hap- 
pened that Old Whitey had a couple of 
horses he had been saving for six months 
to win a bet. 

Although Woolf's shoulder was still in 
a cast, Whitehill insisted that Georgie ride 
the horses and win the championship. But 
Woolf refused. “These two races mean 
too much to you,” Woolf said. “You go 
ahead and win with them, Whitey. I'll 
win the championship some other time.” 

Georgie was completely natural and 
honest in his opinions at all times. During 
his first season in New York, Woolf was 
invited to a dinner which was attended 
by all the leading owners, trainers and 
riders. It was an elaborate function, and 
when Woolf left for the engagement he 
had on his western boots. A jockey friend 
stopped him and asked if he didn’t intend

to dress up a little. “I’m going like this,” 
Woolf retorted. “If they like me, they'll 
like me for what I am, not for what I 
wear.” 

Unlike many other riders, Woolf was 
never addicted to flash. expensive clothes. 
He usually wore a battered felt hat, a 
woollen shirt open at the neck, dungarees, 
and boots. The boots were his one luxury. 
Georgie had dozens of pairs of boots, and 
on most of them he had his initials in 
gold lettering. 


AFICIONADO. His devotion to any- 
thing and everything western took in 
rodeos as well as clothing. Woolf would 
drive 100 miles to witness a rodeo. One 
day his car was laid up, so he prevailed 
upon his friend, Bobby McRoberts, now 
a successful trainer. to drive him some 50 
miles to where a rodeo was in progress. 
When they reached the city, Woolf excused 
himself for a few moments and ducked 
into a store. He came out with a beautiful 
silver belt buckle, which he presented Mc- 
Roberts for driving such a long distance. 

The race Woolf always wanted to win, 
and never did. was the Kentucky Derby. 
In 1941, he gave his word to George 
Strate to ride Staretor, and one hour 
later the phone rang. On the other end 
was Ben Jones, and he wanted Georgie to 
ride Whirlaway for Calumet Farms. 

“I'd give anything to do it, Ben,” Woolf 
said, “but I can’t go back on my word.” 
On Derby day, Whirlaway was first, with 
Staretor second. 

In 1942. three of the greatest Thorough- 
breds in the country were Whirlaway, 
Alsab, and Occupation. Whenever they 
ran, Woolf had his choice of the mounts, 
and often it was a difficult decision. 

He won the Massachusetts, Brooklyn, 
and Washington Handicaps. the Pimlico 
and Narragansett Specials, and the Jockey 
Club Gold Cup with Whirlaway. With 
Alsab he won the American Derby, Law- 
rence Realization, and the Dick Welles 
Handicap. And with Occupation he scored 
in the Belmont Futurity. 

Well, some of the guys who loved 
Georgie Woolf were talking about him the 
other night. He’s the kind of a man they 
have in mind for a memorial. Can you 
think of a greater one?

French Practices 
On Registration 


The following explanation of certain 
phases of the routine for registering Thor- 
oughbreds in France is extracted from 
an article by its French correspondent 
Faraway (Clement Hobson) in a recent 
issue of the Sporting Life (London). 


There is a good deal of additional work 
put on the staff of the Haras National, 
from the fact that the French Stud Book is 
a Government publication under the con- 
trol of the Minister of Argiculture. 

It is on the returns supplied on the cer- 
tificates of birth of potential racehorses 
that the Stud Book is compiled. 

The system of registration over here is 
very much more thorough than it is with 
you, that is, births are officially controlled 
and checked. 

To begin with, every stallion owner has 
to obtain blank covering certificates to the 
number of mares he proposes to give his 
stallion, and he either has to prove that 
he has used all these certificates or return 
the blanks. 

When mares return home their 
owner’s stud, and the breeder has paid the 
stallion fee, he receives from the stallion 
owner this certificate with the name of the 
stallion and mare and other details. 

This document must never be lost, as 
the mare will become valueless, at all 
events for export, if it disappears, and 
when it does it is extremely difficult to get 
the Administration to furnish a duplicate, 
so they have an expression over here that 
it should be attached to the tail of the 
mare. 

Returns of all foalings have to be sup- 
plied to the Directeur du Haras National 
on a printed form, sent out by the H.N, in 
September of the same year. 

Notification is given to the owner or 
manager of each stud that the Directeur 
or one of the assistant-managers of the 
National Stud will call on a specific date 
to examine the foals, which should not 
have been weaned before that date, and 
take particulars of their markings for 
registration. 

One then hands to this official the cover- 
ing certificates, which he takes away with 
him, and writes in the markings on each 
certificate at the offices of the Haras Na- 
tional, and it thus becomes the birth cer- 
tificate of the future racehorse. 

It has to eventually reach the offices of 
the Stud Book in Paris to be duly in- 
scribed in that volume, and is returned to 
the owner after inscription, the certificate 
in its original form being in three sections, 
one being retained in the Stud Book offices 
and the other, I think, by the Haras Na- 
tional.

Roseben: Weight Could Slow Him, 
But He Won Under 147 Pounds 


Among the weight-carrying sprinters of 
the current century, Roseben reigned 
supreme. This statement is made without 
reservation, and with a distinct recollec- 
tion of the achievements of *Voter, Reli- 
able, Jack Atkin, Iron Mask, Gladiator, 
and Osmand. 

A bay gelding of truly herculean pro- 
portions, Roseben was bred by Mrs. T. J. 
Carson at her Dixiana Stud, Lexington, 
where he was foaled in 1901, a son of *Ben 
Strome—Roseleaf, by Duke of Montrose. 

He was purchased, presumably as a 
yearling, by John A. Drake and was 
turned over to Enoch Wishard to train. 
He was so huge that no attempt was made 
to race him at two. At three he did not 
appear under his owner’s “turquoise blue, 
old gold shoulder straps, cuffs and cap” 


until Brighton Beach in July, 1904, in 
six-furlong race for 3-year-olds. Roseben 
carried 98 pounds and was ridden by 
Sperling. He was coupled with Jocund, 
The favorite and ultimate winner was 
Mineola, owned by Herman B. Duryea 
and trained by John W. Rogers. Mineola 
won easily by two lengths. Jocund was 
second, four lengths in front of Et Tu 
Brute, with Roseben fifth and Fine Art 
last. 

Roseben escaped from the maiden ranks 
in his third start, at Morris Park in Oc. 
tober. It was a race for maiden 3-year. 
olds and was run over a sloppy track, 
Fourteen started. Roseben, 107 pounds, 
with O'Neill up, was coupled with Ruda- 
bek, ridden by Sperling. The entry was 


ROSEBEN’S world record of 1:22 for seven furlongs stood unequaled from 1906 to 
1935, when it was equaled by Clang. Later it was matched by High Resolve and Galla 
Damion, finally was erased by the filly Honeymoon, which set a new record of 1:2145 last 


year. 


But though his record no longer stands, Roseben is remembered for his high

Shortly after this Roseben, with others 
of the Drake string, was offered for sale 
by auction at Morris Park. Roseben was 
purchased by Davy Johnson for $3,800, 
Tom McCreery had been commissioned 
by F. Ambrose Clark to buy Roseben if 
he went for $3,500 or less. Clark, then 
in England, intended to make a jumper 
out of the gelding. McCreery on his own 
responsibility went to $3,700, but Johnson 
was not to be denied. He bought the 
horse and turned him over to Charlie Oxx 
to train. 

Davy Johnson and Lucien Appleby were 
racing partners. Appleby was of English 
descent and had a lot of class. He oper. 
ated the Silverbrook Stud, at Shrewbury, 
N. J., and at various times stood Forrester, 
Jack of Hearts, Tristan, Turco, and 
Knight of Ellerslie there. 

Here it was that the great Henry of 
Navarre was bred and sold for relatively 
nothing to Byron McClelland, as a year- 
ling.

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after which he was trained for sprints, 
his true metier. 

As a five year old of 1906 he started in 
22 races. He won 11, was second in five, 
third in three, unplaced in three. He was 
pitted against the best horses in training 
in his class, and was allotted back-break- 
ing weights, but despite his ernomous size, 
the heavy weights he carried, and the 
many times he ran, he proved, by failing 
to break down or go wrong, that he was 
endowed with a marvelous constitution. 

On occasion he was capable of winning 
at a mile, but the opposition was weak. 
He finished in the ruck in the one-mile 
Delaware Handicap, being beaten by Molly 
Brant, Dolly Spanker, and Cairngorm. 

In my opinion Roseben ran three “big” 
races In 1906. The first was at Sheeps- 
head Bay on September 1. On this occa- 
sion he ran in the name of Lucien O. 
Appleby (possibly because Davy Johnson 
was financially embarrassed, temporarily. 
and did not want the bookmakers to attach 
the horse). Lucien Lyne rode “The Big 
Train.” He carried 132 pounds and won 
easily in 1:1224 by two lengths. Back 
of him were Neva Lee, Ormondale, winner 
of a Futurity, Dolly Spanker. Zienap. Dr. 
Gardner, King’s Daughter, Consistent, 
Hamburg Belle, another Futurity winner. 
Handzarra, and Proper. This was a first- 
class field. Nearly all of those beaten 
were good stakes winners. 

Seventeen days later, again ridden by 
Lyne, Roseben carried 144 pounds to vic- 
tory at Sheepshead Bay over six furlongs 
in 1:1235. Those behind him were no 
better than fair. But on October 12 Rose- 
ben, running in the name of Davy John- 
son, won the Manhattan Handicap at six 
furlongs, in 1:1215, with the burden of 
147 pounds on his back. Ridden by Bill 
Shaw, he won in a gallop by six lengths, 
beating Suffrage 111, Handzarra 113, and 
Pythia 98. Prince Hamburg fell. 


Roseben’s third “big race” took place 
at Belmont Park four days after he won 
the Manhattan. The distance was seven 
furlongs. It was a condition affair and 
Roseben got in under 126 pounds. Twelve 
horses scratched out. leaving only the 
maiden 2-year-old Beauclere, trained by 
Max Hirsch, and carrying only 86 pounds, 
There was practically no betting on the 
race. Odds of 1 to 80 were posted against 
Roseben, while any price could have been 
had against the son of Salvator—Phida, 
which later turned out to be a_ pretty 
shifty horse. He was, in fact, the first 
good horse trained by Max Hirsch. John. 
son craved action for his money so, “Cad” 
Doggett and other club house commis. 
sioners accommodated him by laying odds 
that Roseben would erase the record for 
seven furlongs. 

The American record for the distance 
was 1:2314, made by Inspector B’s sister, 
Bella B., 5. with 103 pounds at Monmouth 
Park on July 8, 1890, over the straight 
course. Around a turn the record was 
1:2446, jointly held by Halifax (at Sheeps. 
head Bay), and by Sir Lynnewood (at 
Saratoga). The records at Belmont Park 
for seven furlongs, were 1:2335 over the 
straight course and 1:25 over the main 
track.

Upset Scored in 
Wellington Cup 


WELLINGTON 

The third and final of the big Cup con- 
tests of the season in New Zealand was 
decided at the Wellington summer meet- 
ing when Spare Part, a visitor from the 
extreme end of the South Island, took the 
honors in the manner of a really good 
handicapper. 

Heavy rain had left the track easy, and 
the Southlander appreciated it, as do the 
majority of the progeny of his sire Salma- 
gundi (a son of Phalaris). He was at the 
rear early in the race, but with the pace 
being slow he was able to make up the 
leeway quickly. However, he was always 
four horses out thereafter. the field being 
the big one of 19 runners, but he ran to 
the front on reaching the straight to win 
in hollow fashion by five lengths from the 
champion handicapper of today, Beau le 
Havre. 

Since being brought from Australia 
some years ago, Salmagundi has sired a 
whole host of good winners, but Spare 
Part is the first Southlander ever to win 
the Wellington Cup, at two miles. His 
performance was so outstanding that the 
handicapper lifted him 15 pounds for the 
Wellington Racing Club Handicap at 114 
miles, on the second day. With a dif- 
ferent rider in the saddle the 4-year-old 
was tucked in on the rail behind the lead- 
ers all the way, but did not reproduce his 
finishing run and was beaten into fifth. 
Strangely enough, his rider on the open- 
ing day was instructed to keep him away 
from the rail. 

The Cup winner furnished yet another 
illustration of a good horse coming from 
a very modest performer on the maternal 
side. His dam, Mei Tui, won only one 
race, and it was not till late in her career 
that the grandam, the Australian-bred 
Marianne, gave indication that she was 
anything more than a sprinter. 

At the N. Z. Cup meeting in November, 
Spare Part had run a second in the hack 
ranks on the opening day and had won 
twice on the later days under solid 
weights. Promoted to the higher grade, 
he then won his next two starts on his 
home circuit prior to being brought to 
this island. A big offer was made for him 
after his Wellington Cup success, but it 
was refused. It has been reported, how- 
ever, that he may be sent to Australia in 
the near future.

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his position early and with five furlongs 
behind them the topweight was bringing 
up the rear. Thereafter he made up 
ground steadily, only to be forced wide at 
the straight entrance, but over the last 
two furlongs he came home solidly. 

Recently £30,000 was refused for Beau 
le Havre, which claims imported parents, 
being by Beau Repaire (son of *Beau 
Pere from the English-bred Modiste 2nd). 
The dam is another imported mare, Pretty 
Brown (by Tommy Atkins). It is the in- 
tention of his owner, Mr. M. J. Nash, who 
has Beau Repaire at the stud, to also put 
Beau le Havre to stud duty at the close 
of his racing career. 

There is every possibility of Beau le 
Havre’s being taken to Australia for the 
Sydney Cup, and present intentions are 
that he will go on to Victoria for the 
Alister Clark Stakes at Moonee Valley, 
this being a race with a maximum pound- 
age. It would be surprising if the New 
Zealander is not awarded top weight in 
his Australian engagements. 


YEARLING SALES. A decline in ag- 
gregate and average price was recorded 
at the National Sales in New Zealand, but 
the sale was by no means a poor one. In 
recent years yearling values have been on 
something of a fictitious level, and prob- 
ably the general state of uncertainty 
throughout the world had some effect on 
the position. 


Political unrest in India resulted in no 
purchases being made for that country, 
whereas in the past quite a number have 
been bought on behalf of Indian owners, 
even though the juveniles were not sent 
forward immediately but did their early 
racing in this land. 

The catalogue was a big one, and four 
days had to be devoted to the sale. It is 
felt that the market is becoming over- 
burdened, with so many small breeders 
being represented today. 

Top price for the sales came for a filly 
by Robin Goodfellow from Duvach, thus 
a half-sister to Hiraji, winner of the last 
Melbourne Cup. She went to an Aus- 
tralian bidder at 3,000 guineas (about 
$10,200), whereas the record figure in 
earlier years was 4,750 guineas. 

For the more attractive lots, Australian 
visitors were very active and 14 juveniles 
went their way at figures varying from 
1,000 guineas upwards. A chestnut colt 
by Balloch (half-brother to Beau Pere) 
from the Australian-bred Royal Sister 
(Marconigram—Hall Mark’s sister) went 
for 2,500 guineas. A grey colt by Ni- 
zami from Foreign Queen sold for 2,250 
guineas, and a bay colt by Foxbridge 
(champion sire for several years past) 
from Astarth went at 2,000 guineas. 

The success of Hiraji and Nizam’s Ring 
in Australia found visitors from across 
the Tasman keen to secure any of Ni- 


zami’s get, even though one or two of 
them were not particularly attractive in 
conformation. 

Nizami, by Firdaussi from The Tetrarch 
mare Mumtaz Mahal, was originally im. 
ported to New Zealand, and his early pro. 
duce then looked like being merely 
sprinters. However, it would now appear 
as though some, at least, are genuine 
stayers. 

In addition to the aforementioned, sires 
whose progeny were in demand were Lord 


Bobs (Nearco—Sister Sarah), Finis 
(Cameronian—Felkington), Gold Nib 


(Dastur—Gold Race), Beau Vite (*Beau 
Pere—Lady Bede), and Pherozshah 
(Pharos—Mah Mahal), all being im. 
ported horses with the exception of Beau 
Vite. Incidentally, Pherozshah is today 
represented in England by regular win. 
ners. 

In all 279 lots were sold during the 
four days for 128,127 guineas, returning 
an average of 459 guineas (about $1,560), 
whereas twelve months ago 301 were dis- 
posed of for 181,795 guineas, an average 
of 604 guineas (about $2,053) per head.
